To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Borough 
Council  of  Flint. 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  tlie 
health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1950. 

The  Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  showed  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year,  in  contrast  to  the  continued  decline  of  the  birth- 
rate for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  Death-rate 
showed  a very  slight  increase  as  compared  with  the  rate  for 
the  previous  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a considerable  decrease 
in  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  which  fell  from  44.44  per  1,000 
live-births  in  1949  to  24.31  in  1950.  This  rate  now  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  29.8  per  1,000  live-births  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales  as  a whole,  itself  a new  low  record.  This 
advantage  is,  however,  somewhat  offset  by  the  high  still-birth 
rate  for  the  Borough. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year.  There  was  a considerable  reduction,  in  the  number 
of  measles  cases,  but  cases  of  scarlet  fever  increased  to  18.  A 
small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  summer. 
Several  members  of  a charabanc  party,  which  left  Flint  for  a 
day’s  outing,  were  taken  ill  on  their  homeward  journey.  The 
symptoms  in  a few  cases  were  so  severe  as  to  necessitate  ad- 
mission to  a hospital  in  Rhyl  for  treatment.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  notification  of  these  cases  was  made  rather  late,  but  a full 
investigation  was  made  as  soon  as  we  became  aware  of  the 
occurrence.  It  was  considered  that  the  cause  of  the  outbreak 
was  food  prepared  and  eaten  outside  the  Borough. 

The  Council’s  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  continued  with 
vigour.  All  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  - sold  were  in- 
spected as  usual.  In  order  to  educate  food  handlers  and 
members  of  the  public  of  the  need  for  the  utmost  care  in  the 
handling  of. food  a public  meeting  was  held.  This  meeting  was 
well-attended  and  the  audience  consisted  of  employees  in  the 
food  trade,  together  with  members  of  the  public.  Films  on 
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food  hygiene  were  shown  by  a Ministry  of  Information  Moi^xie 
Film  Unit  and  a short  talk  was  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Thanks  to  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Manager,  one 
of  the  films  shown  at  the  meeting  was  also  shown  during  the 
normal  Programme  at  the  Plaza  Cinema  on  three  successive 
days. 

■ It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  during 
the  year  work  was  started  in  connection  with  the  Bagillt 
Sewerage  Scheme.  When  completed,  this  scheme  will  prove  of 
immense  value  and  should  stimulate  progress  in  hygiene  and 
sanitation  in  this  part  of  the  Borough,  and  it  will  be  an  im- 
portant milestone  in  the  march  of  progress  already  begun. 

As  in  most  other  parts  of  the  country  the  provision  of 
housing  accommodation  has  been  one  of  the  major  problems 
facing  the  authority.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
Council’s  Direct  Labour  Scheme  for,  building  houses.  The 
greatest  possible  care  is  taken  in  the  letting  of  houses  tO'  en-^ 
sure,  that  in  so  far  as  is  humanly  possible,  the  available  houses 
are  let  to  those  applicants  who  for  one  reason  or  another  are 
in  the  greatest  housing  need.  The  close  co-operation  between 
the  Housing  Manager  and  the  Health  Department  has  been 
maintained,  and  the  Council  has  continued  to  give  sympatfietic 
consideration  of  my  special  reports  on  housing  conditions  in 
individual  cases  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  applicants.  In 
addition,  a definite  proportion  of  lettings  has  now  been  reserved 
for  tuberculous  families. 

Although  there  has  been  in  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  as  compared  with  the  exceptionally 
low  figure  for  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of  pulmonary 
and  non-pulmonary  cases  (13)  is  below  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  the  work  of  my  department  and  for  their  willing 
help  so  readily  given  at  all  times.  I should  also  like  tO'  express 
my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the 
Officers  of  the  Council,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Wales.

The  infantile  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  reached  a 
new  low  record  at  29.8  per  1,000  live-births.  It  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  record  a very  considerable  reduction  in  the  infantile 
death-rate  for  Flint  Borough  which  fell  to  24.31  per  1,000  live- 
births.  Against  this,  however,  must  be  remembered  a fact  to 
which  reference  has  already  been  made,  namely,  that  the  still- 
birth rate  for  the  Borough  is  considerably  higher  than  the 
national  rate.  It  is  difficult  to  draw  an  absolute  distinction 
between  still-births  and  infantile  deaths,  particularly  in  the 
first  month  of  life,  as  the  causes  may  often  be  similar  and 
sound  arguments  can  be  advanced  for  considering  these  two 
items  together.  Thus,  the  high  still-birth-rate  somedhat  offsets 
the  low  infantile  death-rate,  but  even  so,  the  figures  represent 
a distinct  gain  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Hospitals. — The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  is  Ciih 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  In  addition  to 
facilities  provided  at  the  Flint  Cottage  Hospital,  residents  of 
the  Borough  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  other  areas. 

Public  Mortuary. — Pending  the  provision  of  a Mortuary  by 
the  County  Council,  the  Authority  is  dependant  upon  the  Flint. 
Cottage  Hospital  for  this  service. 


SECTION  C. 

Water  and  Water  Supplies. — The  mains  water  to  the 
Borough  is  now  obtained  solely  from  the  Birkenhead  Corpora- 
tion. The  cessation  of  the  supply  from  Coed  Onn  during  the 
year  is  a great  step  forward,  since  its  hardness  was  well-known, 
and  shortly  before  being  discontinued  its  bacteriological  purity 
was  questioned.  It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  a safe  piped 
water  supply  will  be  extended  to  many  of  the  mbire  outlying 
parts  of  the  Borough  in  the  near  future. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  various  parts  of 
the  Borough,  and  during  the  year  31  samples  were  Class  I 
Highly-satisfactory,  3 were  Class  II  and  Satisfactory,  3 were 
Class  HI  and  Unsatisfactory  (from  the  Coed  Onn  supply),  and 
1 was  heavily-polluted  (from  a private  well). 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Work  in  connection  with  the 
Bagillt  Sewerage  Scheme  is  proceeding  very  satisfactorily  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  completion  will  not  be  long  delayed,  since 
complaints  in  regard  to  the  existing  sewerage  systems  are  be- 
coming far  more  frequent.  It  is  hoped  that  the  final  consent  of 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to  the  Flint  Mountain  Scheme  will 
be  forthcoming  in  the  very  near  future  and  that  work  will  start 
this  year.  There  are  other  areas  in  the  Borough  which  deserve 
consideration,  not  only  Oakenholt,  but  also  small  pockets  of 
houses  whose  numbers  gradually  increase  until  finally  they 
present  a major  problem. 

Public  Cleansing. — Tipping  at  the  Red  Pits  ceased  during 
the  year  and  was  continued  for  a time  at  the  rear  of  Maes 
Cornist  Estate,  where  it  was  required  to  fill  in  a ravine.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  town’s  refuse  as  been  dealt  with  at  the 
Manor  Tip,  which  has  been  considerably  extended.  The  pro- 
posed scheme  for  the  reclamation  of  the  Flint  foreshore  will, 
if  passed  in  its  entirety  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  provnde 
for  the  needs  of  public  cleansing  for  many  years  to  come.

Housing. — Early  in  the  year  the  Old  Peoples’  Dwellings  on 
Cornist  Estate  were  occupied,  as  were  the  first  two  houses  bn 
the  estate.  Since  then  10  further  houses  have  been  completed 
and  occupied.  It  is  expected  that  the  Communal  Hall  will  be 
completed  early  next  year.  Work  on  the  Wern  Estate,  Bagillt,, 
for  the  erection  of  50  Cornish  Unit  houses  will  probably  start 
shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  It  is  also  pro- 
posed to  erect  60  of  this  type  of  house  at  Oddfellows’  Field_j 
Oakenholt,  but  when  work  will  commence  as  not  known  at 
the  moment. 

The  housing  needs  of  the  Borough  are  still  very  acute„. 
and  it  appears  that  this  position  will  continue  for  some  time. 
Not  only  is  the  official  housing  list  formidable,  but  it  must 
also  be  remembered  that  .there  must  be  many  families  in  un- 
satisfactory property  who,  for  various  reasons,  have  not  applied 
for  a Council  house. 

An  analysis  of  the  housing  applications  at  the  end  of  the 
year  showed  that  there  were  456  applicants  living  and  working 
in  the  Borough,  of  whom  274  were  living  in  rooms,  108  were 
tenants  of  non-Council  properties  living  in  overcrowded  or 
otherwise  unsatisfactory  conditions,  62  were  tenants  of  proper- 
ties not  overcrowded,  and  12  required  Old  People’s  Dwellings. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Housing  Department  and 
the  Public  Health  Department  in  the  operation  of  the  Points 
Scheme  has  continued. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee for  their  sympathetic  consideration  of  special  reports  on 
housing  matters,  and  for  their  very  willing  co-operation. 


SECTION  E. 

Milk  and  Milk  Supplies — The  milk  and  milk  supplies  in 
the  Borough  for  1950  were  satisfactory,  and  the  samples  of  milk 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  were  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses. — All  the  bakehouses  within  the  Borough  were 
inspected  and  instructions  given  for  cleansing,  etc.,  in  some 
cases.  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  legal  pro- 
ceedings in  regard  to  this  type  of  premises. 
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^Ice  Cream  Samples. — Samples  were  taken  from  manufac- 
turers and  suppliers,  most  of  the  samples  proving  satisfactory. 
In  those  cases  where  a manufacturer’s  samples  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  visits  were  subsequently  paid  to  the  premises 
and  advice  given.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
for  the  first  time  totalled  8 pulmonary  and  5 non-pulmonary  in 
1950  as  compared  with  7 pulmonary  and  0 non-pulmonary  in 
1949.  Although  there  has  been  a marked  increase  on  the  pre- 
vious year,  the  total  of  13  cases  is  well  below  the  average  for 
the  last  ten  years. 

Of  the  8 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year,  7 occurred  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  34 
years.  There  were  5 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  dur- 
ing the  year — the  corresponding  figure  for  1949  is  3. 
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
